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DETAILED ACTION 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
agrees with the arguments submitted with the amendment of March 1 1 , 2004. In 
particular the moving inner shaft (11, 1 5) of Hamajuma is solid and thus there is no 
space to provide for an inner core. Thus, the 103 combination of Hamajuma and 
Tourtellotte in a manner that reads on the claims is not proper, and is withdrawn.
